When the applicaton forms with the 
necessary: information marked there- 
on are collected and returned to the 
of the area 
are prepared and an estimate of the 
probable average cost per member is 
made, A general meeting of all 
members is then called to see if the 
estimated ‘cost is acceptable to the 
majority. If the meeting votes in 
favor of going ahead a small de- 
posit is collected from all the pro- 
spective members to signify their 
good intentions of taking service, 
} Later a full share s collected from 
those who wish to pay in cash while 
others may pay the minimum amount 
and finance the balance through the 
association at three and a half per- 
cent interest. The individual associa 
tions set the minimum amount which 
can be accepted from the members 
and it also sets the maximum period 
over which the unpaid balance may 
he financed. 

Here the Alberta government as- 
sists the associations by guaranteeing

repayment of a loan up to £0 per cent 
of the total estimated cost of an as- 
sociation’s project. By having the 
provincial government guarantee the 
repayment of the loan, an association 
may then borrow that amount of 
money from one of the Treasury 
Branches, or from a bank at the 
low interest rate of 3% per cent, 
Uhis method works out very well be- 
cause while some of the farmers may 
pay the whole amount, or more than 
50 percent of their share, others may 
not wish to pay more than the mini- 
mum. Towever, by balancing one 
against the other there has been no 
difficulty in raising the 50 percent 
required from the association mem- 
berships, 

From here on it is a matter of 
negotiation and co-operation with the 
power company charged with respons- 
ibility of the construction. Many of 
the farmers take tie opportunity of 
working out of their share cost in la- 
bor in the actual construction of the 
system. 

My. F, J. Fitzpatrick, supervisor of 
Co-operative Activities and Credit 
Unions, under the Department of 
Industries and Labor of the Alberta 
Government, is usually called in 
when the Co-operative is to be form- 
ed, and he willingly gives his as- 
sistance and advice. 

After the lines have been con- 
structed, the final actual cost on a 
non-profit basis is determined, In 
most cases the estimated cost is some- 
what higher than the actua] cost and 
a refund to the Association is made. 
The reason the estimated cost is 
often higher than the actual cost is 
due to the co-operation reecived from 
the farmers and the fact that’ more 
farmers in the area take power than 
is actually indicated in the first in- 
stance. When a farmer sees his 
neighbors getting the power he often 
changes his mind—with @ little 
gentle persuasion’ from the Mrs.— 
and decides to go along with the

A REPORT WHICH HAS BEEN of interest to many Canadians was 
published recently under the title “Better Schooling for Canadian Youth’, 
The report was the result of a study made over a period of four years by 
a committee made up of one representative each of a number of associa- 
tions in the fields of agriculture, commerce, education, industry, labour and 
the home, The undertaking was financed by a number of national asso- 
ciations, individual firms and labour organizations and its object was Ao 
find “what constitutes a suitable secondary school education for students 
who go directly to employment from school.” The work was inspired by 
the late Dr, Fletcher Peacock, president of the Canadian Education Asso- 
ciation in 1946, when he told the Canadian Manufacturer’s Association 
that if funds were provided, the Educational Association would help to find 


out “what was wrong with education”,

- The resulting report gave some interesting facts 
Slow To Meet concerning secondary education in Canada and made 
recommendations based on the findings of the com- 
Rural Needs mittee. One part of the report dealt with the needs 
ot secondary schools in rural areas. It said “Agriculture is a major indus- 
try in Canada, but the secondary schools have been slow to develop courses 
i this field.” It went on to say that secondary schools in rural areas are 
frequently small and offer only a limited course, and also that there is the 
mistaken impression among many people that ggriculture is an unskilled 
occupation, for which no special training is needed beyond that which the 
farm boy receives at home. On the contrary, those who made a stiyly of 
this mattér arrived at the conclusion that agriculture is a business for 


which technical education as well as a good general education is needed.

Mix all the ingredients together 
thoroughly and pack into a small 
loaf pan or into one end of a larger 
pan, Loaf should be at least 3 inches 
deep, Brush with additional melted 
butter and bake in moderately hot 
Oven 375 deg. F. 35 minutes or until 
lightly browned. Yields 6-8 servings. 
Serve hot with chili sauce, catsup, 
hot tomato sauce or homemade pickle 
relish, 

Note: %4 to 1% teaspoon poultry 
seasoning may be used in place of 
savoury and sage.

Wild Oats in ‘52 

Despite new and efficient tillage 
machines and a variety of selective 
weed-killing chemicals, the Wild 
Oat continues to be the most ex- 
pensive weed in Western Canada, 
fhe control of wild oats, however, 
is not a lost cause, This year, with 
Spring arriving much earlier than 
usual, presents farmers with a 
golden opportunity to destroy a 
large number of wild oats. 

Establis! d Facts. Research has 
established the following important 
facts with respect to the growth of 
wild oats. @(1) At maturity, the 
wild oat seed has a strong dorman- 
ey, In other words, it must after- 
ripen before it will germinate. (2) 
The seed must be dried before its 
dormaney can be broken. (3) Wild 
oats germinate at low temperatures, 
It has been found that few seeds 
sprout at temperatures above 50°F, 

Conditions this Spring have been 
ideal for drying and after-ripening 
wild oat seeds present on or near 
the surface of the soil. Conse- 
quently, many of these seeds, when 
buried by cultivation, will grow 
almost immediately. Most farmers, 
therefore, are likely to get a heavy 
growth of wild oats on infested fields 
this Spring. 

Key to Control. The key to effeet- 
ive control lies in the fact that wild 
mat seeds grow well at low tempera- 
ures, and that few germinate after 

he soil temperature exceeds 50°F, 
n many districts of Western 
‘anada a soil temperature of 
40°F. will be reached very early this 
vear, Consequently, farmers who 
ultivate their infested fields peri- 
idiecally until the soil warms up to 
this temperature will be able to kill 
4 great many wild oats. On the 
basis of past field results, it is safe 
to predict that crops which are 
seeded after this.time this Spring 
will be almost free of wild oats in 
1952. Yes, indeed, this year looks 
like a good one in which to “cateh 
up to” a lot of wild oats.
